ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S REMAINS. 


The Secrecy About Their Resting-Pliace to 
Be Soon Removed. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 13.—[Special.]—For 
some years—in fact ever since the attempt 
was made to steal the remains of Abraham 
Lincola—there has been a mystery as to the 
exact place where the ashes of the great mar- 
tyr President are lying. In Springfield it 
has been well understood that they are not in 
the marble sarcophagus always shown to vis- 
itors in the north hall of the monument, 
where the great public supposes they are. 
When any one cognizant of this fact ap- 
proaches the custodian of the monument on 
the subject be replies confidentially: “ They 
are in a safe place, you may be sure.” And 
for several years this has been the beginning 


and the end of the information on the sub- 
ject. 

This mys is now about to be removed. 
The Lincoln Memorial Association, a local 


organization which has for some years held 
appropriate services the 15th of April of each 
year, will make the whole matter ublic at 
the services to occur Friday in the House of 
Representatives. This organization is osten- 
sibly formed for holding these annual ob- 
servances, but in fact it been devoted to 
the security of the martyr’s remains, and the 
members have been bound together by oath 
to keep their knowledge in rd to the rest- 
a W meng ‘or sarge aays 
they have n preparin remove the re- 
— from the place where they have lain 
for some years and to place them alongside 
the remains of Mrs. Lincoln, and to remove 
ail possible secrecy in regard to the matter. 
The tinal preparations were completed this 
afternoon and the removal will occur tomor- 
row morning. The utmost privacy has been 
observed regarding all the steps taken, and 
only general outline of fact is ascertain- 


able. 
The Memorial Association has prepared a 
written statement, however, to be read at the 


services Friday, giving a full history of the 
keeping of the remains and the association’s 
relations to the trust. The members are de- 
sizous of putting the public in possession of 
the exact facts and leaving the matter in 
such shape that there shall no longer be any 
mystery or secrecy in regard to it. But until 
the removal of the remains is consummated 
and all the projected plans carried out in full 
they decline to converse about it. The asso- 
ciation embraces many of the most prominent 
people of the city and vicinity, the 
number being Clinton L. Conkling, Col. N. D. 
Wiggins, Maj. E. S. Johnson, Ma). G. S. Dana, 
J. P. Lindley, Capt. Horace Chapin, and sev- 
eral others. The revelations to be made will 
add new interest to the memorial services of

MAY CAUSE US TROUBLK. 


GERMAN T's PECULIAR CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE BANCROFT TREATY. 


Proposed Harsh Treatment in the Father- 
land of Uncle Sam's Citizens—Another 
Official Plum Likely to Fall in the IIlI- 
nois Orchard —Secretary Whitney’s 
Scheme for a Naval Keserve Force— 
General Washington News. 

WasnHineton, D. C., April 13.—[Special. }— 

The new interpretation put on the Bancroft 

naturalization treaty by Germany promises 

to lead to a sharp diplomatic controversy. 

As the matter is understood here, Germany 

threatens to give notice to abrogate the Ban- 

croft treaty if its construction is not ac- 
cepted. What it ciaims is in effect that Ger- 
mans naturalized in the United States cannot 
remain in Germany two years before steps 
are taken to expel them. The language of 
the treaty of 1868 is: “The intent not 
to return may be held to exist when 
the person naturahzed in one coun- 
try resides more than two years in 
the other country.” This, as the German au- 
thorities now claim, does not give the right 
to remain two years, but only forbids a de- 
naturalized German from staying longer than 
that period. About a year ago Minister Pen- 
dleton was instructed by the State Depart- 
ment that the contention of the United States 
was as follows: Our citizens can, under the 
treaty of 1868, claim recognition of their 
status and all rights of, sojourn pertaining. 
thereto during the first two years following 
their- arrival in Germany”; also, “the 
particular application of the general 
doctrine of the right of a nation 
to expel obnoxious foreigners as regards 
naturalized Americans is considered in and 
limited by that treaty.“ This is in effect re- 
affirming the position of Secretary Hamilton 

Fish. While acknowledging that a natural- 

ized citizen might forfeit his naturalization 

before the two years elapsed, to reach this 
conclusion in such a case would require 
clearer proof than is generally to be derived 


from silence or from want of a general state- 
ment of intention to return. The United 


States also held that two years’ 
residence is .me prima facie 
proof of abandonment of nationality 
and may be rebutted. Dr. s Wharton,

who goto Germany for literary or business 
purposes is very large, and many of them 
u remain more than two years. 
Children of German parents naturalized in 
the United States when they go 
to Germany for education would also 
be liable to expulsion at the end of 
two years, and there are many tnousands of 
these. These illustrations of the effect ofa 
strict construction of the two-years’ clause 
may be taken as showing that the United 
States will not tolerate the proposition to 
practically nulhfy the clause entirely.

THE PRINTING BOODLERS. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE CONTRACTS 
BY THE SENATE COMMITTEE. 


C. Lanphier Tells of How He Obtained an 
Interest in the Swindle Without Doing 
any Work or Contributing a Cent.— 
Charles T. Strattan Speaks of the Man- 
ner in Which Some of the Difficulties 
Were Settled—Documents Destroyed 
Since the Inquiry Began. 

- SPRINGYIELD, III., April 13.—[Special.]— 
After a week’s rest the Senate committee to 
investigate the Springfield printing bood- 
lers“ met again this evening. Senator Gibbs 
was absent at the beginning, but came in 
later. J. C. Lanphier, of the firm of Daven- 
port & Lanphier, was the first witness., He 
had been a lawyer, but lately had been as- 
sociated with Davenport in leasing the State 
Journal job-rooms. He attended both meet- 
ings at the Leland Hotel, and at the evening 
meeting saw Rokker, Rees, Gehring, and 
Hudson, but did not see Postmaster Clen- 
denin, editor of the State Register.

TWENTY PERSONS DROWNED. 


Wreck of the Steamer Victoria in the En- 
gliish Channel, Near Dieppe. 

Paris, April 13.—The steamer Victoria is 
submerged. Twenty of the passengers were 
drowned. The steamer is on the 
rocks near Dieppe. She stranded dur- 
ing a fog.. Several of her passengers at- 
tached life-belts to their bodies and then 
jumped overboard and were carried out to 
sea. The Victoria at the time of the accident 
had ninety passengers aboard, and the crew. 
The wreck lies close to the mainland and the 
sea is smooth. 

Lonpon, April 14 a, m. [Copyright, 1887, 
by James Gordon Bennett. The latest in- 
telligence from the Victoria is as follows: At 
ten minutes past 4 a. m., as dawn was break 
ing, when the steamer was close upon 
the coast, a dense fog prevailed, and, 
as the fognorn signal at the light- 
house wag not sounding. those on board had 
no indications of the peril they were in. The 
foghorn, indeed, did not sound until some 
tame after the vessel struck. Considerable 
alarm was felt by the passengers on the first 
shock, but the officers, believing the vessel 
would be safely carried off. by the tide, 
assured them there was no cause for anxiety. 
As time passed, however, and the Victoria 
remained firmly fixed, the excitement in- 
creased, and when, at 5:18, the Captain or- 
dered the oats lowered, many female pas- 
sengers were in a state of abject panic. The 

- Officers did all in their power to allay fears, 
but in the ‘case of most with but slight 
success. During the lowering of one of 
the boats a lady’s cloak became entangled in 
one of the davits with the result t the 
boat was almost immediately upset and all of 
its occupants thrown into the water, and the 
air was rent with terrified shrieks of women 
and children. Every effort was made at res- 
cuing the passengers, but, in spite 
of all that could be done, several were 
drowned. Three female bodies and that of a 
child were washed ashore this evening, but

Venezuela Turns to the United States for 
Protection from England. 

New York, April 13,—J, A. Olavarria, the 
newly-appointed Minister of Venezuela at 
Washingtan, arrived here from South Amer- 
ica Sunday. The occasion for Sefior Olavar- 
ria’s acceptance of the position of Minister 
to this country is an old-time dispute be- 
tween England and Venezuela. “In 
1803, says the Minister, the En- 
glish Government acquired a portion of 
Dutch Guiana, by cession. from the Dutch, 
extending on the west to the River Esequibo, 
an important stream whose mouth is not far 
from the Orinoco. The itish Government 

adualiy took possession’ of territory on 

th sides of this river ut the mouth and also 
of territory at its sources, which Venezuela 
claims was not included in the original 
cessiou. Later they sent out an engineer 
named Sir Robert Schomberg to run a line 
between the two countries. His line en- 
croaches far upon Venezuela and takes in 
valuable gold mines and the important, Isl- 
and of Barima, ‘at the mouth of the Orinoco 
River.

sr. PAUL'S LOW-FREIGHT SCHEME. 


The Lakes to Be Used Very Extensively— 
The Advantages Derived. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 13.—[Special.|— 
General. Freight and Ticket Agent Dodge of 
the St. Paul & Duluth has left for the Bast 
and expects. to be absent two weeks. Al- 
though the object of his visit is not given out 
by the officers of the road, it is supposed 
that it 1s in connection with through rates 
between New York City and St. Paul by way 
of the lakes. It is known that in conse- 
quence of the Inter-State Commerce law 
considerable calculation has been made on 
water transportation. Freight can be taken 
from New York City by the New York 
Central, a road wholly within the 
State, to Buffalo, there to be reshipped 
to Duluth by steamboat lines which are not 
under the control of the new law. At Duluth 
the freight can be reshipped via the St. Paul 
& Duluth overa route wholly within this 
State. In this manner it is thought a rate 
can be established which is much cheaper 
than the all-rail rates via Chicago. The de- 
cision just rendered by Judge Deady of Ore- 
on has given a legal sanction to shipping 
reight in this way as not coming within the 
* the law. Railroad attorneys say 
the decision is perfectly right, and that, 
as a matter of fact, the roads 
have all along been calculating on similar ar- 
rangements to the one in e Oregon case 
wherever rail and water routes could be com- 
bined, because it was understood not to be 
inter-State commerce within the meaning of 
the law. Should a low through rate from 
New York to St. Paul via the lakes be estab- 
lished, which is very probable, it will be of 
great advan to this city on shipments of 

tern s. The incipal difficulty 
would be the Minnesota State law, which is 
practically the same as the United States law 
as far as the long and short haul is con- 
cerned. But this is easily obviated in this 
case, as the Duluth could afford a low 
through rate, because it would never be used 
except to St. Paul.

A Gentleman Rider Killed in a Steeple- 
chase. 

PARIS, April 13.—[Copyright, 1887, by James 
Gordon Bennett. -A shocking accident occurred 
yesterday at Croix de Berny, when Alfred Tor- 
rance, the well-known gentleman rider, fell with 
his horse during a race and was instantly killed. 
The yearly cross country meetings of gentlemen 
riders constitute the most fashionable and most 
select turf events in France. There was a large 
attendance and the excitement was at its highest 
pitch when the bell rang for the third race, a 
steeplechase handicap for 6,000 francs over a 
course of 5,000 metres, with very stiff ob- 
stacles. Mr. Torrance had as a mount the 
mare Gabjie, who was second favorit in the 
betting, the odds being 3 to 1 against Gabjie. 
Eleven horses ran, and of these five fell or 
bolted before the last jump from dome was 
reached. Mr. Torrance was riding beautifully 
and was rapidly gaining on the first horse, and 
seemed certain to win tne race. At the last 
ditch Clovis, ridden by Mr. Brockwell,’ fell, and 
Gabjie, coming over immediately behind, was 
also brought down. Mr. Torrance fell so that he 
lay sandwiched in between the two horses. His 
chest was crushed by the force of the shock. 
Clovis began kicking and his of hind 
foot struck Mr. Torrance in the back of 
the neck, breaking the vertebral column.

IN THE FIELD OF LABOR. 


LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE STRUG- 
GLE OF THE CARPENTERS. 


A Labor Publication the Financial Trou- 
bles of Which Affect a Number of Peo- 
ple—The Tailors—Shoemakers Who Pro- 
pose to Form a National Organization 
Against Alleged: Evilse—The Status of 
the Molders’ Strike—Intimidating Car- 
penters Punished. 

Many of the striking carpeuters were incensed 
yesterday because the meeting at West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall decided to wait until a large 
majority or all of the boss carpenters acceded to 
their demands. The Oarpenters’ Council was 
much mortified that an agreement made by them 
should be refuged recognition by the strikers, 
and out of this grew a report that the committee 
would resign, but this was not the case. The 
council held a meeting last night and looked 
over the ground, but what conclusion they came 
to Was not made public. They all agreed that 
the action of the Turner-Hall meeting would 
have the effect of weakening their side 
of the strike, because some of the bosses 
who joined the independent organization, 
finding no relief hy that body, would go back and 
join the large contractors’ association—the 
Master Carpenters’ Association. Their deduc- 
tion Was correct, for Sundgren & Busch, employ- 
ing from fifty to seventy-five men, and E. A. F. 
Hart, employing about a dozen, left the inde- 
pendent association and joined the Master Car- 
penters“ Association. Some of the members of 
the former association labored under the idea 
that the initiation fee into the latter was $25 or 
$50, but when they learned it was % they left the 


- independent association and joined the old one. 


The Master Carpenters’ Association received 
in all fifteen new applications for membership 
yesterday, making twenty-six this week. Be- 
sides these there are sixty others to be reported 
to the meeting of the association tonight. The 
Executive Board was in session yesterday after- 
noon drawing up a code of principles, which will 
be passed upon tonight. The intention is to 
have both employers and employés to 
abide by these 3 — and then negotiations 
looking toward a settlement will begin. The in-

After a company had been 
formed and some progress made it was suddenly 
announced that the Star and Anights of Labor had 
consolidated and purchased the 7¢legram, which 
was then in a desperate condition. Sceets had 
n to sell the hypvothecated stock among 

the assemblies in order to raise the money to 
pay the note. He had disposed of about 8700 
worth at the time when the consolidation took 
place. He commenced the publication of a 
paper called the Star- 7. About a month 
ago the note bevame due. Sceets had it renewed 
for thirty days. The signers of the note claim 
that they were not consulted in this transaction, 
and say that this releases them from any respon- 


sibility.

The circular sets forth that such an organiza- 
tion is imperative. No trade suffers so much 
from convict labor as the shoemakers. The 
competition of the men themselves has steadily 
reduced the wages. Child labor is also largely 
emploved in this trade. ‘The circular expresses 
the belief that a National district, embracing the 
200,000 boot and shoe workers, could by intelli- 
gent work greatly alleviate these evils. A con- 
vention has been calied to meet in Boston, 
Mass.,in June. The local shoemakers and espe- 
cially the striking employés of Selz, Schwab & 
Co., take a lively interest in this plan. The four 
local assemblies will elect delegates for the Bos- 
ton convention at an early date.

THE NATURAL-GAS FIELD IN OHIO. 


Its Nature and Extent—Large Wells Just 
Bored—Cities to Be Supplied. 

Fostoria, O., April 9.—The natural gas terri- 
tory of Ohio is thought to be pretty well defined, 
and there is good reason to think that the richest 
and most productive region is in that pear- 
shaped tongue of Trenton rock that extends up 
through Findlay to Bowling Green, in Wood 
County. The gas belt is about thirty miles long 
and perhaps ten miles wide. Wells are found 
outside of this field, but all of the larger ones are 
in it, save in the St. Mary's District, which is 
separated from the Findlay fleld by a break of 
about forty miles. 

The largest gas wells that have been struck are 
the great Karg well at Findlay and the Simons 
well at Van Buren, a few miles north of Findlay, 
in Wood County. The Karg well first attracted 
general attention to the Northwestern Ohio gas 
territory. The flow of gas from it is enormous, 
and is estimated at 25,000,000 cubic feet a day. 
The gas gushes forth with an initial pressure of 
more than four hundred and fifty pounds to the 
square inch, and makes a hissing. singing roar 
that can be distinctly heard a mile distant. 

The gas is not brought into the towns and 
houses with its enormous initial pressure. Near 
the well is a regulator that reduces the pressure 
to about five pounds to the square inch. From 
this regulator the manufacturing establishments 
that require considerable pressure are supplied. 
Some distance from the first regulator is a second 
one, which still further reduces the pressure, till 
it is only a few ounces. The pipes from the sec- 
ond regulator supply the houses and the burners 
for illuminating purposes. 

The pressure in the pipes when they have 
— the regulators is so slight that there is no 

anger from it. The only source of danger is 
that of the explosion of escaped gas, and that is 
a danger that is common to all places where gas 
of any sort, whether manufactured or natural, is 
used. The Ohio natural gas has a more powerful 
odor than any manufactured gas in the world, 
and it can be easily and readily detected. 

The cost of natural gas to the consumer varies 
and is regulated by the distance that it has to be 
cafried in pipes. At Findlay, where every man 
can have his own gas well, the cost is 15 cents a 


month for each stove and the owner of the stove . 


can burn the gas day and night if he so chooses. 
In Fostoria, where the gas has to be brought four 
or five miles in pipes, the charge is $1.50 a month 
for supplying a cooking stove, butif were dis- 
covered in or nearer the town the price would be 
reduced. 

In many towns natural gas is used for iliumi- 
nating purposes. It makes a light for 
street lamps, but is not so satisfactory when 
u through an ordinary house burner. The 
flame is diffuse and flickers. It is very agreeable, 
though, when the flame is fed through an argand 
burner, If natural gas is burned night and day 
for several months in a room it makes a white 
deposit on the walls and ceiling that looks like 


a. 
Fostoria lies a mile or two east of the belt, 
but there are three gas wells within tive 
miles of the town, the largest of which is called 
the “Godsend” well, and has a capacity of about 
5,000,000 cubic feet daily. This is something more 
than the average capacity. The county for ten 
miles west and southwest of Fostoria is rich in 


gas. 
WA powerful natural gas well has just been 
drilled in about five miles southeast of Lima. 
When the sana had been penetrated twenty-six 
feet drilling had to be stopped on account of the 
tremendous flowing of which came from the 
well in immense clouds and filled the air for a 
great distance until it resembled a fog. 

The well has a pressure of over 100 pounds to 
the inch and is flowing gas at the rate of 6,000,000 
or 7,000,000 cubic feet a day. This is the first big 
gas well struck in this field, and will save piping 
from Findlay. 

In a short time there will be other towns than 
Fostoria supplied with from the Findlay 
field. A pipe line is build to Fremont, twen- 
ty-eight miles northeast of Fostoria, and a longer 
one from the Simons well in Wood County to 
Toledo, thirty-five miles away. A com y is 
also laying pipes to Tiffin from a well in the 
Findlay field. The Toledo pipe line is a very 
long one, and is in the nature of an experiment. 
Thirty-five miles isa great distance to conduct 
gas with no other motor than the pressure that 
it starts from the well with. The loss of carry- 
ing force by friction known to be very great, 
and there is fear that the pressure may not be 
strong when it reaches Toledo, The longest pipe 
line in the world for carrying s is one which 
takes gus from certain Pennsylvania wells into 

uffalo. The line is 9 miles long, but 
the pressure of gas at the wells which feed it is 
about 750 pounds to the square inch—double the 
pressure of the Ohio wells. If the Toledo line is 
u success gas will be piped to Mansfield, Nor- 
walk, Lima, Sandusky, Kenton, and half a dozeu 
— places, and Columbus will be duly consid- 
e 


In the southwest corner of Auglaize County 
the gas-producing formation following the risin 
arm of the Cincinnati arch is found again, an 
from there westward into Indiana it seems prob- 
able that a good field will be developed. 

At Muncie three wells have been drilled and 
two of them are wells of average capacity. The 
town is supplied for domestic purposes m 
them. Eaton, Ind., twelve miles north of Mun- 
cie, has a well that yields half a million cubic 
feet of ges daily, and Noblesville, twenty miles 
north of Indianapolis, has a well two months old 
that produces two and a half million feet of gas 
in twenty-four hours. Kokomo has several good 
wells.—Cincinnats Commerciat- Gazette. 


REPORTS ON THE CROPS. 


Copious Rains in Drouth-Stricken Texas 
Give Farmers Confidence. 

SAN ANGELA, Tex., April 13.—The drouth which 
has prevailed for so long a time in Western Tex- 
as is at last broken. There was a heavy rainfall 
throughout this section last night which began 
after dark and lasted during the entire night. 
Telegraphic advices from distant points show 
that the rain was one of the most general that 
have fallen here in years. The confidence of the 
farmers and stockmen is fully restored. 

GALVESTON, April 13.—Special weather bul- 
letins — — copious rains today in the western 
and northwestern sections of the State, princi- 
pally in the grazing districts, where they 
were the most needed. On the Texas 
& Pacific Railroad the rainfall extend- 
ed from Big Springs to Fort 8 a 
distance of 270 miles. On the Southern 
Pacific from San Antonio westward about 300 
miles good showers are reported. Both these 
grazing districts have been greatly benefited. 
The price of cattle has advanced at San Antonio 
and other points as a result of the rains. At 
Waco the rainfall amounted to oneinch. Light 
showers fell at Austin and Dallas, The rain 
came from the West, and only reached the 
border of the great central and southern cotton 
districts, where the drouth is practically’ un- 
broken. Eastern Texas and the Red River coun- 
try east of Sherman also continue to suffer from 
drouth. The value of the rainfall to the cattle 
interest is incalculable. — 

Emporia, Kas., April 13.— [Special. I— The 
long-looked-for rains have at last struck this 
— With one exception this locality has not 
had a good drenching rain for ten montns until 
today.. This rain has insured good crops in this 
vicinity, and as similar reports come from all 
over the State Kansas may be put down for aa 
unusually good crop report the coming season.

Doyle was the first witness heard, and he 
swore that he was present at the polls election- 
day when Mr. Starrett came up to deposit his 
ballot. When the ticket had been handed to the 
judge, Bell, E. T. Glennon challenged the vote, 
saying that the ticket was not the regular Re- 
publican ticket, but an imitation with Wether- 
ell's name instead of Saunders’, and could not be 
received. Bell held the ticket a moment, opened 
it, but did not put it in the box. Starrett protested 
against Bell's opening his ballot, saying he knew 
what the ticket was, and thatitwas the one he 
wanted to vote. The protest was of no avail, 
and Starrett left. Doyle said furcher that he and 
Lefarges had been employed by Mi. Starrett to 
peddle Wetherell ballots at the polls, and that 
after Starrett left Glennon, the challenger, told 
him and Lefarges that the tickets they were 
peddling were fraudulent, and ought not to be 
voted. They then stopped peddling the Wether- 
ell Republican tickegs. Afterwards Mr. Starrett 
came back with J. L. Woodward and Henry 
Best, and Mr. Woodward said to the judges that 
they must take any ballot offered them.

NEW OFFICE-HOLDERS. 


The Gossip About the City Hall and Inci- 
dents of the Day, 

There was a little flurry ot excitement in the 
City Clerk's office yesterday. The trouble origi- 
nated over the extra force of men who have been 
employed under the burned record ordinance, 
which appropriated $4,000 to be expended in copy- 
ing the Council proceadings from the city’s or- 
ganization up to the time of the fire. Nine men 
have been employed at an average salary of $100 
per month, Up to the present about 
$2.200 has been paid out. Mr. Plautz, 
the retiring clerk, thought the men 
employed by him should be continued until tne 
work was finished, while Mr. Nickerson insisted 
that all of them should go out with Mr. Plautz, 
and carried his point. In speaking of the other 
changes he intended making, Mr. Nickerson said 
he would take Mr. Van Cleve into office with 
him and retain Mr. Gastfield, but that with refer- 
ence to the other men he would not be prepared 
to speak before May 1. It was doubtful, he said, 
whether he would make any changes. 

Treasurer-Elect Plautz was asked when he in- 
tended announcing his appointments. He re- 
plied they would be given to the public Satur- 
day. Mr. Plautz received his certificate of elec- 
tion vesterday, being the first of the new officials 
to receive that interesting document. It was 
given as an act of official courtesy, and in order 
that one of his bondsmen, who is going away for 
a few days, might perform especial office in 
the premises. 

The continued absence of Mr. Roche had a de- 
pressing effect on the gossips, and there was no 
new candidates mentioned for the several i- 
tions to be filled. It is said that the name of one 
well-known county official has been attached to 
fourteen different upplications for the same posi- 
tion. Mr. Roche, however, will be in the city to- 
day. About the only new candidate mentioned 
during the day was James Conroyd, formerly the 
engineer in the Court-House Building. He wants 
to be Boiler Inspector, and Gov. Oglesby is one 
of his indorsers. 

The report in a morning paper that Supervisor 
Shannahan and Clerk Mitchell of the South Town 
refused to turn their offices over to their respec- 
tive successors wis without the slightest founda- 
tion. The newly elected officers did not receive 
their certificates of election until yesterday and 
the Supervisor must fle his bond before he can 
enter upon his duties. Messrs. Shannahan and 
Mitchell express their readiness to make the 
transfer as soon as possible. Neither has any- 
thing to gain by delay. 

NEW COUNCIL COMMITTEES. 

Doubtless owing to the fact that the Council 
Committee of Seven, consisting of Messrs. 
Campbell, Dixon, Clarke, Wheeler, Tiedemann, 
Landon, and Reich, held no meeting yesterday 
there was comparatively little talk in the City 
Building about the probable makeup of the 
twenty-one standing committees of the Council. 
All of the present members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, which, by the way, is the most important 
of all, will sitin the new Council. The proba- 
bilities are that it will b+ continued as it is, with 
Wetherell as Chairman, and as his associates 
Messrs. Manierre, Dixon, Cullerton, and Weber.

CHICAGO NOT IN A CORNER. 

The Joint Legislative Committee on Chica- 
go Drainage meets this evening for its final 
session. A review of the steps taken in this 
matter during the last two or three months 
ought to convince the committee that Chicago 
has asked nothing but what is perfectly fair, 
and that the opposition shown by a few in- 
dividuals in the Illinois River towns is un- 
reasonabie and inspired by motives of pri- 
vate speculacion carefully kept in the back- 
ground. 

Since the report of the Drainage Commis- 


sion public sentiment has become practically 


consolidated in favor of abandoning the sys- 
tem of drainage by the canal and diverting 
sewage to the Desplaines near Summit, mak- 
ing a sufficient cut through the Lemont rock 
barrier to give the flow and volume needed 
for thorough dilution and carrying off the 
floods of the northern part of the Desplaines 
watershed by the Bowmanville channel. 
Both the Hurd and Winston bills contem- 
plate this system, and they differ chiefly as 
to how the money shall be raised and the 
work performed. These questions, however, 
are apart from the present issue, which con- 
cerns the opposition of the Illinois River 
towns Jae only feasible plan for the drain- 
age of Chicago. The engineers estimated 
that it would take from five to seven years 


to construct the channel, as the cutting is 


nearly all through the rock, and, as the 


work must progress slowly from the 


lower end, it was proposed as a tem- 
porary means of relief to increase the 
capacity of the pumps at Bridgeport and 
raise the banks of the canal. At once Joliet 


and the other river towns protested. Ignor- 


ing the fact that sewage has been sent down 
the canal and the [Illinois Valley for forty 
years, and that the increased dilution could 
only make it more endurable pending the 
completion of the permanent improvement, 


the representatives of the river towns at 


Springfield affected to believe that Chicago 
did not intend making the channel and that 
the whole movement was to get authority to 
enlarge the sewage capacity of the canal 
and then do nothing further. Starting a 
demagogic and insincere agitation of this 
character, a few land speculators at Joliet 
called the Ottawa “convention” and had 
another delegation sent to Springfield to 
renew the charge of bad faith against 
Chicago. It was shown to them that 


the rapid growth of the city made some 


means of immediate relief imperative; that 
the proposition to increase the capacity of 
the pumping-works at Bridgeport was de- 
signed only as atemporary policy to make 
the sewage more endurable while the pre- 
paratory work of cutting the Desplaines 
channel was in progress. At that time the 
Joliet Representatives professed to favor the 


permanent improvement and to desire only 
assurance that Chicago would carry it out. 


Finally the Chicago Representatives offered 
to strike the clause in regard to increasing 
the capacity of the pumping-works from the 
bill, trusting that the Legisiature would here- 
after permit temporary measures to improve 
the dilution of the sewage pumped into the 
canal pending the five or seven years 
needed to prepare for its diversion 
into the Desplaines. Even this was not sat- 
isfactory, and another convention“ or 
meeting at Ottawa was thought necessary to 
consider amendments to the drainage biuls. 
At the meeting last Monday Mr. Hurd at- 
tended as a representative of Chicago, and 
was prepared to give every assurance of the 
good faith of this city and to consent that 
the bills should be so amended as to prescribe 
definitly a channel in the Desplaines Valley 
capable of carrying 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute, and pledging the Chicago drainage 
district to its construction. This was more 
than the river towns had asked or expected 
in the first instance, and yet the last Ottawa 
“convention” decided not to consider any 
further amendments, but to petition the Leg- 
islature to postpone the drainage question 
until the next session and in the meantime 
refef it to a State Commission. 

o action of the river towns, or rather of 
a few self-appointed exponents of public sen- 
timent in those localities, can be explained 
only on the theory that certain river-front 


land-owners think they have Chicago ina 


corner, and, by taking advantage of its ne- 


cessities, can compel the construction of a. 


lake propeller waterway that will transfer 
lake commerce to Joliet. They can do noth- 
ing of the sort. Chicago is prepared to make 
a channel that will incidentally afford Joliet 
a fine navigable river and water-power of 
immense value, besides doing away with the 
sewage nuisance in the Desplaines and 
Illinois Valleys, but its necessities are 
not of such a character as to per- 
mit the levying of blackmail. If, in 
the expectation of receiving an enormous 
bonus from this city, Joliet persists in stand- 
ing in its own lightand rejecting the sub- 
stantial and lasting benefit now offered and 
thereby influences the action of the Legisla- 
ture Chicago can take other means for relief. 
The lake tunnels to the crib were constructed 
with a view to future extensions, and engi- 
neers say that at a moderate cost they could 
be carried a mile further out in the lake, 
where sewage would not reach once in ten 
years. Pure water can be secured in this 
way, and by running the pumping-works at 
Bridgeport to the full extent authorized under 
existing law the slightly diluted sewage of 
Chicago, can be sent down the canal through 
Joliet in a steadier volume than at present. 
Another plan equally feasible would be to 
run a tunnel to Gross Point and take the 
water from the lake there. This could be 
done without any additional legislation and 
at one-fifth the cost of the proposed channel 
in the Desplaines Valley. Then, in order to 
carry off the sewage, the dam at the mouth of 
the Ogden ditch could be removed, the Bridge- 
port pumping-works stopped, and the out- 
flow directed into the lake by pumping.

: THE REAL-ESTATE CRAZE. 

The last few months have witnessed what 
is called a “boom” in real estate at many 
points in the South and Southwest. The ad- 
vance in quoted values has been so sharp as 
to suggest a parallel with the excitements 
that preceded the panics which have oc- 
curred within the last fifty years. It extends 
over so large an area as to excite wonder at 
the vast outpouring of confidence as well as 
of cash which it attests, and the rise already 
attained in not a few localities is so great as 
to excite grave fears that the movement has 
been overdone. But the boom continues, and 
the preparations for widening out and rais- 
ing up during the coming summer indicate 
a belief on the part of some that the real 
excitement has only just begun. : 

There is no room to doubt that the condi- 
tions justify the paying of higher prices for 
real estate in many localities than have been 
obtained for itin recent years. The discov- 
ery of iron mines in Wisconsin made lands 
in the Gogebic region immensely more valu- 
able than before. The opening up of iron- 
works, and cotton-mills, and oil factories at 
the South has involved the occupancy of 
large areas in the vicinity of those establish- 
ments for other than agricultural uses. The 
building of railroads, which has been carried 
on so vigorously in the last two years, has 
multiplied facilities for the transaction of 
mercantile business and wonderfully stimu- 
lated that competition which has been 
truly described as the hfe of trade. 
But it is evident that the facili- 
ties for production and transporta- 
tion have already increased in mutch 
greater ratio than the legitimate demand for 
them, and that soon there must be a halt in 
the process of precocious development. The 
Southwest is now literally gridironed by. rail- 
roads, and they are so thickly built in many 
places that it is difficult to see how all of 
them can pay operating expenses for several 
years to come. Yet it requires little more 
than an intersection of two of those lines to 
establish what is fondly dreamed of as a 
focus of commercial activity that will justify 
the dividing of vast areas of prairie into 
building - lots, to be sold at so much 
per front foot instead of dy the 
acre. The crossing of three or more 
of these lines within hailing distance fur- 
nishes sufficient reason for a still greater 
furor. Of course for such places as Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul, Duluth, and Kansas City, 
which have undoubted advantages of loca- 
tion that afford opportunities for improve- 
ment, there is no room for question. And 
80 money pours in upon them just at the time 
when a careful observer can detect signs that 
they have already experienced as much of 
the boom as they can bear for the present, 
the garment of the boy being big enough to 
permit a growth of some additional years ere 
he again finds himself straitened for lack of 
room. 

It is, of course, impossible to say that the 
limit of speculative advance in the South has 
already been reached in any particular case 
of the present surging in land “ values.” 
But it appears probable that the mine has 
been worked for most of what it is worth, 
and that the reaction will come along early 
in the season, at the very time when the re- 
cent buyers are looking for a further rise on 
which they can sell to advantage. The boom 
for which they have prepared may prove to 
be something like the anticipated “ January 
bulge in wheat, which occurred in Decem- 
ber, and left the waiting crowd stranded on 
sand-bank.

5 HOMES FOR THE MASSES. 

The discussion at the quarterly meeting of 
the Union League Club of the important 
question how to procure homes for the 
masses was both timely and practical. It is 
a question which should commend itself to 
all good citizens from the standpoint of gen- 
eral benefit to the city, and, it goes without 
saying, to the masses themselves as a practi- 
cal solution of many of the troubles with 
which they are now afilicted. 

The prime importance of this movement 
lies in the fact that itis fundamentally an- 
tagonistic to Socialism in all its forms—Com- 
munism, Georgeism,or Anarchy. Every man 
who acquires a home in the nature of things 
becomes an uncompromising enemy of So- 
cialism. The day that a man comes in pos- 
session of a house and lot, however small or 
cheap they may be, his influence is arrayed 
on the side of law and order. His household 
possessions as well as his family are pledged 
to the public security and enforcement of 
law. He becomes conservative at once. He 
das a living interest in the city and in its 
prosperity, for whatever’ benefits the city 
benefits him. The following of Socialism in 
Chicago is not a following of householders, 
but of discontented agitators who have no 
interests except such as grow out of the hope 
of personal aggrandizement through disorder, 
incendiarism, and chaos. They are not 
householders, property-owners, or business 
men. If there are any such among them 
they are workingmen who have been deluded 


by groundless hopes that in some mysterious | 


way these agitators will be able to secure 
them better wages and plenty of work, or 
the fewest possible hours of work at the 
largest possible rate of wages. All the signs 
are favorable, however, that honest work- 
ingmen who have been entrapped into the 
oath-bound lodges of Socialism are beginning 
to perceive the mistake they have made. 

In the discussion of this subject the vari- 
ous suggestions which were thrown out were 
of a practical kind and such as are feasible, 
Prominent among these was the establish- 
mentof savings banks. This suggestion has 
been frequently urged by Tun Trisunz. Not- 
withstanding past experiences with these in- 
stitutions in this city, it is idle to say that 
secure banks cannot be organized. Savings 
banks which will command the confidence of 
depositors can be instituted bere just as easily 
as they can be in New England, New York, or 
Pennsylvania. Ail that is necessary is to pro- 
vide security and responsibility. Loan and 
building associations properly regulated by 
law, so that investors would be secured, can 
also do a great deal towards providing homes, 
as is already shown in Philadelphia. In that 
city there is no Socialistic agitation, because 
itisa city of home-owners and savings de- 
positors. The Socialist hates it as the Devil 
hates: holy water. Cheap suburban trans 
portation will also help onthe good work. 
Add to these help and encouragement from 
the rich, kindly sympathy with the toilers, 
and practical interest in their affairs, and 
there is no reason why the masses should not 
have homes of their own to a much greater 
extent than they do now. There is but one 
obstacle that could stand in the way, and 
that would be the disposition of the wage- 
workers themselves. This was not touched 
upon in the discussion. It turned exclu- 
sively upon what could be done for them by 
legislation and outside help. It is just as 
important also that they should do some- 
thing for themselves. Suppose, for instance, 


that workingmen in Chicago should resolve. 


to emancipate themselves from their share of 
the fifteen million dollars tribute which is 
paid for liquor every year in this city, which 
amounts to fully ten millions with its cor- 


case there would be less heard about the 
heartlesness of employers and the inadequate 
wages paid to toilers. The stock in trade of 
the walking delegate and the BSocialistic 
agitator would be gone and a blow would be 
struck at poverty more powerful than it has 
ever yet received. Meanwhile the Union 
League Club has started a discussion which 
ought not to be dropped. Thinking men, rich 
men, working men should continue it. 
GOV. HILL’S VETO. 

The veto of the High License bill in New 
York by Gov. Hillis what might have been 
expected, and if that Executive had been hon- 
est he would have said in his message: The 
High License bill is a Republican measure, 
“ divected against Democratic practice and 
“privilege; consequently as a Democrat I 
“cannot approve of an act which cuts off the 
“prerogative of my party in its principal 
„ gtrongholds.“ That is ali there is to the 
veto, and his effort to make it appear that the 
bill is special legislation and that it is uncon- 
stitutional in partsis simply an evasion of 
the realissue and an attempt to manufac- 
ture reason against it. The pretense of 
special legislation and unequal operation was 
putictured the other day by the Albany Lau 
Journal, which, in anticipation of the veto, 
said: 


Taxation must be equal and uniform, it is true, 
but this is not a tax bill. It is a mere police 
measure. Itisageneral bill, applying to the 
whole State, but providing for different prices of 
licenses in different localities, graduated to the 
dangers to be provided against and the * of 
the parties to pay, determined by the porn on 
There is nothing unconstitutional in the idea 
that a rum-seller in a great city shall pay more 
for a license than one in a small village. It 
might be as well argued that a license to keep or 
store gunpowder in a great city ought not to be 
more costiy than one for the like purpose in a 
small village, We suppose our Legislature 
would have aright to enact that policemen in 
places of a certain size may carry repeating rifles 
and ride on horses to be paid for by the munici- 
pality. Such provisions are a lawful adaptation 


’ of the means to the end. 


In any event, even if this were not a mere 
pretense, the proper course for Gov. Hill to 
have pursued was to leave the settlement 
of the question to the courts, which are the 
proper tribunals to pass upon such questions. 
Perhaps the reason why he did not is that 
they have already done so in several cases 
and that their decisions would have upset his 
pretense. The real motive for the veto crops 
out in his declaration that the bill would 
operate on the two great Democratic con- 
stituencies of the State and not affect Re- 
publicans. If he had confined his objections 
to that declaration he would have stated all 
there is to his veto. It is a confession that 
the Democratic party in New York and 


| Brooklyn is a whisky party, and that he has 


not the moral courage to defy the whisky 
majority of Tammany and the County De- 
mocracy, notwithstanding that the law was 
asked for by the better part of his own party. 
It is the bid of a demagog for political favor 
which the Legislature wili be warranted in 
trampling under foot. 


THE ANTI-POOL BILL. 

The passage by the House of the Anti-Pool 
bill by an almost unanimous vote is a fair ex- 
pression of public sentiment throughout the 
State upon the evil which the measure aims 
todestroy. It does not follow, however, that 
the fight is over. It shows, on the contrary, 
that the opposition decided to concentrate 
its energies upon the Senate. An effort will 
undoubtedly be made to secure some sort of 
an amendment in the latter body. That 
would necessitate a return of the bill to the 
House and might prevent a final vote. To 
kil] the measure by a direct defeat is out of 
the question. The only danger lies in failure 
to reach the last stage of action in both 
branches of the Legislature. 

The full text of the bill was given in 
Tue Trisune yesterday, from which it will 
be observed that no change was made, at 
least none of any importance. The ‘amend- 
ment exempting fair- grounds and driving- 
park premises from its operations was not in- 
serted and it should not have been. It would 
be a mockery of justice to have provided 
special penalties for a particular form of 
gambling places open to all and having no at- 
tractions except to gamblers while winking 
atitin places charging entrance fees and 
provided with special attractions. Book- 
making and betting on horse-races and ball- 
matches are certainly no less demoralizing in 


the immediate presence of the races or 


games than they are miles away. Of the two, 
it is a more glaring wrong in the former than 
in the latter class of cases. Trials of speed 
or skill are in themselves legitimate, afford- 
ing innocent amusement to the lookers-on, 
and it is peculiariy reprehensible to surround 
such entertainments with allurements to 
practice what the law brands as criminal 
and the moral sense of the community con- 
demns as pernicious in itself and evil in its 
tendencies. 

A Springfield dispatch. states, on the au- 
thority of Senator Gibbs, that the House bill 
will be substituted on the Senate calendar 
for the similar bill which originated in that 
body. It was understood at the start that 
this would be done if the House passed its 
bill in due time, and there should be no fail- 
ure in carrying out the program. The pool- 
sellers of Chicago would willingly make up 
a heavy purse to influence the Senate and get 
the reform pigeonholed. No Senator with 
any regard for his reputation, no matter what 
part of the State he may hail from, can afford 
to weaken in his support of a measure so 
urgently demanded in the interest of the gen- 
eral public. These pool-rrooms and their 
adjuncts are the prolific cause of ruin to 
young men and are constantly leading to de- 
falcation. They are the curse of Chicago, 
and ought to be wiped out. 


AN ARBOR-DAY IN ILLINOIS. 

Arbor-Day dates back only fifteen years, 
when it was first observed in Nebraska in 
pursuance of an executive proclamation by the 
then Governor, acting on a suggestion made 
by J. Sterling Morton. The idea “took” 
at once with the people living on the treeless 
plains immediately west of the Missouri—a 
region which even then appeared on many 
maps andin some geographies as a part of 
“The Great American. Desert.” Twelve 
million shoots were planted on the occasion of 
the first observance of Arbor-Day in Nebras- 
ka, and at the next session of the Legislature 
the day was made a legal holiday and pre- 
miums were awarded by law for setting out 
orchards, forests, and ornamental trees. The 
custom has been observed ever since, and as 
a result the United States Forest Commis- 
sioner roports that fine groves are growing 
300 miles west of the Missouri, and over 605,- 
000,000 diminutive trees are now thriving 
where afew years ago none could be seen 
except along the streams. 

The example of Nebraska was quickly 
caught up by other States—first by Kansas 
and next by Minnesota—and. at the present 
time Arbor-Day is quite generally observed in 
some twenty States. among them Colorado, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, West Virginia, Indiana, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Florida, Ala 
bama, M‘ssouri, California, Kentucky, and 
Maine. In some States the day is recognized 
by law, and exemptions from taxation are 
offered as a reward for tree-planting, while 
in other States the ebservance is secured by 
the efforts of the Grange, the Grand Army 


scribing the method of ita observance. The 
custom has thus become established even in 
large cities. At the first. observance of Arbor- 
Day in Cincinnati the school children planted 
memorial trees in honor of authors, states- 
men, and distinguished citizens, and where 
school grounds are ample it is now quite com- 
mon to have “ Authors’ Groups, Soldiers 
Groups,“ “Statesmen’s Groups,” Presi- 
dents’ Groups,“ etc. 

The principal explanation offered why the 
Prairie State is not among those observing 
Arbor-Day is that no one day would serve in 
Illinois. But this objection could be met, as 
was the case in Colorado, by setting apart 
two days, the earlier for the southern and 
the later for the northern section. Illinois 
should be among the States giving the 
strongest encouragement to tree-planting. 
As Prof. Brewer well says, Arbor-Day can 
be advocated for three very good reasons: 
(1) Because it gives a bit of Nature’s teach- 
ing really needed when thousands of chil- 
dren are growing up unable to name three 
kinds of trees or distinguish wheat from 
oats; (2) because of its economic importance 
in spreading wood-growing throughout the 
State; (3) because of its results in clothing 
waste places with valuable timber and beau- 
tifying the State. 


HELPING THE REPUBLICANS. 

As a general thing the press of the country, 
irrespective of party, rejoices exceedingly 
in the result of the election in this city, see- 
ing in it atimely rebuke of a conspiracy 
against the public peace. There is one ex- 
ception to this rule, the Kansas City Tics, 


which is enraged beyond expression by the 


result. Not that it wished the Socialists to 
triumph, but it cannot forgive the Democracy 
for not being at the front in a campaign 80 
creditable. In a paroxysm of rage it declares 
that no iam can be sprung upon the coun- 
try without benetiting the Republican 
party,” citing as proof that the cry of An- 
archy has helped it,“ not directly and by de- 
sign, but because “where it was raised 
against them the Democrats could not have 
taken more abjectly to the bush if they had 
been the vilest red-flag devils ever known to 
dynamite.” 3 

Viewing the matter from a distance one 
might think perhaps that the Chicago Demo- 
crats deserve the execration of their party 
for abandoning the open field. But the situ- 
ation was peculiar. Mayor Harrison had 
control of the machinery, and formed a close 
alliance with the vilest red-flag devils ever 
known to dynamite.” He was late in show- 
ing his hand—so late, in fact, that it was 
necessary to either allow his program to be 
carried out or go as a body over to the Re- 
publican party for the time being. The 
dilema was unprecedented. The course 
pursued was without doubt the wisest oné 
possible under the circumstances. It saved 
the reputation of the Democracy from smirch, 
and left the organizauon in a better condi- 
tion than it was before. Sindbad no longer 
has the “old man upon his back. In escap- 
ing Nelson the party got rid of Harrison, 
and, from a partisan point of view, 1t was a 
fortunate riddance, 

But our recent municipal election involved 
something more vital to the welfare of Chi- 
cago than a mere political advantage. Thou- 
sands of Democrats would have voted for 
Roche had they known that his election 
would be fatal to the Democratic party. They 
are loyal to their party, but care infinitly 
more for the business and general interésts 
involved than for the politics of the situa- 
tion. The triumph of Socialism would have 
been so calamitous, entirely apart from poli- 
tics, that no sensible citizen could allow par- 
tisan considerations to have any weight in 
directing his course. If pulling down the 
red flag benefits the Republican party—and 
in this respect the Times is right—then so 
much the better for the Republican party. 
It is a high compliment to any party to say 
that the defeat ot the common enemy of so- 
ciety is necessary to its advantage, and in 
this case all the more noteworthy from the 


‘reluctance and bad grace with which the 


acknowledgment was made. 


THE PRESIDENT'S EXCLUSIVENESS. 

The statement that President Cleveland 
has caused a private entrance to be cut into 
his private box in one of the Washington 
theatres so that he may not be annoyed by 
the vulgar curiosity of the common herd 
when he goes to the play will not be re- 
ceived with complacency by the Jeffersonian 
Democracy. Many of them will reécho Mr. 
Watterson’s caustic remarks on this theme: 


At a time when all that is mean and sor- 
did in our shoddy society is turning itself in- 
side out to ape the manners of the titled and rich 
éristocracies of Christendom, when ill-got wealth 
is tumbling heels over head in the scramble for 
a coarse, corrupting preéminence in parvenuism, 
when the old ey courtesy of simple manhood 
and womanhood which once were a grace and 
charm all their own in our public walks and ways 
are being ingulfed in the hog-wallow of the new- 
made greatness, with its imported trappings, it 
was most fit and needful that a Democratic 
President and his Democratic Administration 
should rise above the mud and the mire of fraud 
and cant, and plant themselves upon the high 
and solid ground of self-honoring reality, with its 
homely lessons of modesty and truth. A private 
entrance to a ess box because the crowd 
“annoys”’ him! Fah and out upon such tom- 
foolery! On what birdlings doth this our birdie 
feed that he hath grown so sensitive? 


This private-box exclusiveness and isola- 
tion from the people is excusable among the 
European sovereigns, who are not altogether 
secure as to the design of the subjects and 
who are apprehensive of what might occur to 
their royal persons in case of close propin- 
quity, but Mr. Cleveland cannot urge this ex- 
cuse, which would only write him down a 
coward. Hence it can only remain that he 
desires to be exclusive because he is annoyed 
by the gaze or touch of the crowd, of which 
a few short years ago he was an unknown 
and inconspicuous member. This peculiarity 
has been manifested several times since he 
entered the White House, and appears to be 
growing on him. As a bachelor lodger over 
the grocery store, as one of the boys“ in 
Buffalo, as Sheriff and hangman, and even as 
Governor, he was always approachable, but 
since his consorting with the mugwumps and 
his elevation tothe Presidency he has culti- 
vated exclusiveness and the usages of aris- 
tocracy with all the zest that is character- 
istic of ‘parvenus blossoming out with 
sudden wealth and beggars dizzy with equine 
ascendency over the peripatetic herd be- 
neath them. Nothing more surely proclaims: 
the smallfryness of a man than the assump- 
tion of dignity among his fellows, or his pre- 
tentious character than his painful effort to 
assert and protect it. Men of real dignity 
never have to assert it or to withdraw from 
their equals from fear of losing it or from 
apprehension that it may be questioned as 
counterfeit. Men born to the purple are 
never afraid of soiling it by contact with 
their kind. Men of native dignity do not 
have to guard it or give it any thought. The 
President does not appear to be one of this 
kind. He is evidently apprehensive that his 
dignity is ill-fitting, and that if he exposes 
himself to the public he may fall back into 
his old ways and lose it altogether, or that it 
may be discovered that it is pinchbeck and 
not the real thing. As the leader of the 
tawdry procession of flummery in Washing- 
ton, none of whom will bear very close in- 
spection, it is evidently needful that he 
should isolate himself from the public, lest 
some Jeffersonian sans culotte should rudely 
brush against the bubble and burst it. But

THE KING OF SAWDUST. 


He Tells a Newspaper Man How to Work 
the Innocent. 

I have been so successful at the sawdust 
game that $100,000 in cold cash woula not 
touch me today,“ said a notorious confidence 
man toa New York Zvening Sun reporter. 
“ The game has grown so threadbare and has 
been exposed so often, however, that I am 
kept continually studying up some new 
scheme to rope in the guys. It isn’tanything 
like it used to be, I can tell you. Why, I can 
recollect five years ago when I thought noth- 
ing of raking in $5,000 a week, and on 
several occasions I took in $1 in one 
week. Those were good times. expenses 
are frightfully heavy. I’ve al s got fif- 
teen or twenty steerers that must be paid $15 
or $20 a man, according to the boodie that he 
drops. Then there’s my turner, who has 
charge of the layout. He must be paid well, 
for a good turner is not picked up every day; 
and then, besides, 1 have agents all over the 
country looking up good subjects to work on. 

“When a man is found who it is sus- 
pected will take the bait one of my circulars 
is sent him. There's nothing in it that could 
criminate me, even if it got into wrong hands. 
I don’t tell him that lam selling counterTeit 
money, but simply allude to it as manufact- 
ured ‘ green stuff, in the denominations of

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THE CATTLE RANcHES. 


DIFFERING VIEWS OF UNCLE RUFUS 
‘HATCH AND MORETON FREWEN. 


The Former Believes that the Present De- 
pression Is Due to Overproduction— 
The Latter Asserts that It Is the Result 
of Overstocking—The Cattle Baron 
Must Yield to the Granger—The Ranch- 
men Should Move Into the British 
Northwest Territory. 

Pall Mall (London) Budget: Mr. Rufus 
Hatch is a characteristic and well-known 
American, with open eyes, shrewd judgment, 
and a boundless estimate of the capacities of 
the great continent. He is at present on a 
visit to this country, and a representative 
has had a interview with him at the Hotel 
Metropole. 

Asked his opinion of the present state of 
the cattle-ranch industry, being himself as- 
sociated with the Cattle Ranch & Land Com- 
pany, Mr. Hatch replied epigramatically: 
* Youcan sum it up in one word—overpro- 
duction. We overproduce everything— 
wheat, cattle, hogs, butter, and cheese. The 
result has been a tremendous drop in prices. 
In 1881 our Texas cattle brought $42 a head, 
now they are selling at $25.80. You can im- 
agine how that has affected the cattle com- 


panies.”’ 

But you have had other causes at work 
besides overproduction to bring about the 
present condition of too many if not all the 
cattle and land companies? Les, we have 
had three winters of a most terrible kind. 
The winter of 1861 1s the only one in my 
memory corresponding to the three prior to 
the present, This winter has been all right, 
and we shall now mend up again. The ex- 
tent of the losses has hardly been realized 
over here. It has ranged from 15 to 35 per 
cent on the droves in one winter alone; so you 
can reckon how little there is left in the case 
of some companies. The Almighty did that, 
and not man. The Almighty played hogs 
with us in that respect, the same as others 
have had earthquakes and wars and such 
Uke.“ : 

But the Almighty didn’t keep you from 
providing hay for your herds during the bad 
winters!“ That is true, but no one looked 
for such hard weather, and so it has not been 
the custom to find hay. It may not happen, 
again for twenty-five years. This year they 
have had it severe in the North, but it has 
been very mild in Texas. We are beginning 
now to provide hay against severe winters, 
so that the losses should not be so heavy 
even if we were to have extreme years soon 

in. 

Have you put too many cattle on the land, 
and have you overproduced in that sense!“ 
The land can carry far more 
than it has at present. We have over- 
produced for the present market, just as 
every industry has done, coal, steel, iron, 
etc.; but we have not overburdened the land. 
1 have been over a good part of the territory 
I speak of, and know what it can do. We 
have enough of land and enough of grass for 
a far larger number of cattle.’ 

** What about the stories that the ranches 
are being gradually encroached upon by the 

riculturists?” That is a mere retail 
affair. More land is being laid down every 
year for wheat, but that is only touching the 
fringes. You people in this country haven’t 
an idea of the tens of thousands of square 
miles we have. We could put you and France 
into a single State. There is no fear of the 

ing land being seriously encroached upog 
or a long time.“ 

Does the winter’s losses and the fall in 
price account for the whole of the disorgani- 
zation of the cattle companies?” For a 

deal of it, but not all. No doubt there 

as been some swindling here and there, and 

the truth hasn’t always ntold. The losses 

during the good ten years averaged from 2'¢ 

to 5 per cent, but in the bad years they have 

mounted up from 15 to 8 per cent, and that 
has not been generally admitted and laced.“ 

What of the future?” „Well I think we 
have reached the bottom. We have had three 
of Joseph’s lean vears, and we should now 
have a — of good times. Our population is 
constantly increasing and they are great 

meat-eaters, so that the home market should 
grow as well as the market over here and 
the better demand should improve prices.

AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. MORETON FREWEN.

details; an oe example, when he ascribes 
the fall of f prices tg the overproduction 
theory. That may ac t for the fall in the 

rice of stocks, say Western Union and Wa- 
bash: paper stocks, at least in the United 
States, are easily overproduced, but certainly 
there has been no such overproduction of 
bullocks; far from it, for, as Mr. Hatch him- 
self goeson to point ou ‘bullocks have been 
dying by millions. e collapse of beef 
prices cannot be owing at once to overpro- 
duction and to exhaustion, to too many 
beasts and too few survivors.” 

‘What is the matter with the ranches 
then?“ With all respect to Mr. Hatch, the 
present trouble is solely caused by the over- 
stocking of the ranges. America, as is said 
of its Capital, WaShington, isa country of 
magnificent distances, and so it is very easy 
to talk, as Mr. Hatch does, about puting all 
France into a ‘ single State,’ but the fact re- 
mains that in the length and breadth of the 
prairie areas there is not now one single patch 
of ranch country that is less than fairly 
stocked; at least if there is I should like to 
know its whereabouts. Texas, for example 
has been full tooverfiowing for years past, and 
her annual surplus, pouring into the countries 
north of her, into New Mexico, Kansas, and 
Colorado first, then later into Nebraska, Da- 
kota, Wyoming, and Montana, has quite ex- 
hausted the free ranges in all that vast 
region. In 1878, when 1 first settled in Wy- 
oming, the herds of Wyoming and Montana 
numbered at most 350,000 head alltoid. To- 
day, owing to the annual exodus from Texas, 
those two territories are making a hopeless, 
disastrous attempt to accommodate not less 
than 3,000,000 of cattle. People are talking 
about the excessive severity of these recent 
winters, about the drouth of summer, about 
wolves and grasshoppers and Indians, as if all 
these things were new and strange. My 
dear sir, that is all flabdoodle; what is want- 
ing now is elbow-room. An area that will 
carry 100 beasts comfortably will carry sixty 
beasts with absolute safety, but put 120 beasts 
on it, with no hay and no sheiter, and you 
take the chance of losing the whole number. 
There is all over the West now a most evi- 
dent deterioration of the ranges, and within 
grazing distances of the watering places the 
grasses have been tramped out and their 
roots destroved. The prairies may again be 
what the prairies were, but I have little 
faith that such will be the case. I think the 
ranch business must adapt itself to altered 
conditions, and the sooner the better.“ 

Then, Mr. Frewen, you are not inclined to 
find fault with the fall of prices so much as 
with the uncertainties of life?” “Of course 
we have been uncomfortably ‘ cornered’ in 
Chicago by Messrs Armour and Swift, the 
butcher — but, after all, beef prices 
are about as high as they were before the 
booming years of 1880, 1881, and 1882; and as 
long as our rate of increase by birth was as 
rapid. as in earlher days we could 
afford to disregard prices. In those 
times a herd with the proper proportion 
of she-cattle could be relied on to double its 
numbersevery tour years. Now Mr. Hatch 
talks of some probable original shortage in 
the numbers deliv and says that since 
then in some cases — cent have died. 
Well, I don't mean to indorse any such esti- 
mates, but the fact at least remains that the 
surroundings of the business are not healthy. 
And as to hay feeding and shedding during 
the winter, that quite impractica- 
ble; what kind of a staff of men 
an ns would required to 
feed, say, 50,000 cattle, during short days of 
Arctic severity, and howon those immense 
unfenced wastes could you feed your cattle 
without feeding also those of half a hundred 
neighbors whose herds have equal rights of 
commonality with yours: There never was 
such an absurdity; why,astormfrom the 
north will drift cattle south 100 miles; then 
another storm from the east will deflect the 
fugitives fifty miles to westward ; how, under 
these circumstances, could you get your hay- 


t stacks mo cows, or your cos to your

“No; but I think the ‘cattle baron’—he 
was a liking’ four rs since; he has now 
come down a few pegs—belongs to the domain 
of history.

Now, the great herds must 
be broken up and dispersed; a hundred 
Grangers must absorb the 10,000 cattle owned 
by the ‘bullock baron.’ The Granger and 
his re gg A can hay-feed 100 cattle within a 
fenced field; not so the ranchmen. This 
change, even if attended with a loss to the 
alien company, will yet be profitable to the 
Western community. Itis a mistake to sup- 
pose that those colossal cattle companies, op- 
erated to pay dividends to foreign sharehold- 
ers, could be permatently advantageous to 
the Western Territories. Wyoming broken 
up into thousands of squatter homesteads, 
with little well-bred herds of cattle and 
horses, will be much more productive of Na- 
tional wealth and well-being than was the 
case of those old savage days before 1880, 
when buffalo, elk, and even bear came fre- 
quently within shot of our home ranch, and 
when any evening you could have watched 


through your glasses the beaver at work on 


the cottonwoods that fringe the river.“ 
“Then, as far as the present land and cat- 
tle companies are concerned, you see no open 
water ahead?’ 1 should be very sorry to 
make anv such sweeping assertion. Down 
South, in Texas, many of the companies own 
great blocks of fenced lands, and while in 
some instances their cattle losses have been 
very heavy I think owners will recoup them- 
seives in the increased value of their lands.“ 
“Well, what would you do?” ‘* What 
would Ido? I would move and move quick, 
stock, lock, and barrel, into the British North- 
west. There isa country as large as all 
Texas, tributary to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and only a small corner of it, in 
Southern Alberta, stocked atall. If I were 
the Scottish investor, who is oftera man of 
sense, and who has invested some £7,000,000 
sterling in ‘the coo,’ I would try 
to settle this ranch question and 
the crofter question at one and the same 


time. Migrate the crofter by thousands into 


fertile Manitoba, and migrate the cow to be 
cared for by the crofter; there is ample 
room for both in Manitoba, whereas there is 
not room for either as things are whether in 
Scotland or in Wyoming. In five years the 
crofter could pay for the cow, and with good 
interest, out of her increase. Such a project 
is quite feasible. I could contract to drive 
cattle from Mexico to Manitoba for 10 shill- 
ings a head. Crofters won't emigrate 
to grow wheat at any such prices 
as those now obtaining, but mixed 
farming, with lots of live stock, would 
relieve tland, save the lives of our cows, 
and build up the Dominion. Scottish com- 
panies, after a little talk, would be capable 
of such action, but as to English sharehold- 
ers, they won't move. Every man has his 
own method of keeping cattle fat on north- 
west wind-storms: and as each spring comes 
round they are found wrangling with coyotes 
and buzzards over the fresh carcasses. And 
now that we Northwest ranchmen have found 
out these new ranges under the British flag, 
the Canadian Government has doubled the 
rent of its lands, and imposed an immense 
import duty.“ 


THE BONES OF DRAGONS 


The Osseous Remains of the Antediluvian 
- Rhinoceros. 

In the folk-lore of many of the tribes that 
live along the borders of Northern and East 
ern Asia are found tales quite as marvelous 
and wonderful as those handed down to the 
boys and girlsof the warmer and more civil- 
ized countries of the South, in which fairies, 
heroic giants, and gods are the principal 
figures—the offspring of vivid tropicalimagi- 
nations.

are gigantic animals and monsters of strange 
appearance; and as the northern story tellers 
are not noted for their imaginative powers 
we are led to look for some solid foundation 
of fact. upon which the orginators of the 
myths must have built their wondrous tales. 
The Chinese legends abound in dragons and 
unicorns; and in Canton today may be pur- 
chased dragons' bones and teeth.“ ich 
form part of the regular stock of the native 
druggist. 

In the“ Chinese Repository“ is a quotation 
from Li She Chan, the author of a Chinese 
— book, He says, concerning dragons’ 

nes: 

The bones are found on banks of rivers 
and in caves of the earth, places where the 
ey died, and can be collected at any 

ime. 

In the far north, “‘dragons’ bones” 
very common, but they were usually consid- 
e there to have belonged to gigantic birds. 
To prove their belief, the natives showed the 
claws, three or four feet long, of these mon- 
sters, which, if they had ever existed, must 
have far exceeded in size the roc of the 
„Arabian Nights.“ Quaint tales of these 
were told on winter evenings, perbaps, to na- 
tive boys and girls; and little reason had the 
children to doubt them, for the claws were 
so plentiful that their fathers used them as 
the Chukehes of Eastern Siberia do strips of 
whalebone, to make their bows, which they 
use for hunting, more elastic. 

Finally, an English naturalist, while study- 
ing Chinese folk-lore, made the discovery 
that the dragons' bones and teeth’’ were 
no more nor less than the remains ofa great 
extinct rhinoceros. Soon after a scientist 
traveling in Northern Siberiaheard the nat- 
ives- talking about the gigantic birds I have

e saw that it, too, was in reality a horn ofa 
monster rhinoceros that in past ages had 
lived in that far-off land of ice.

Destructive Fire Id Mrnnesorta.—A fire 
originating in the barn’ of the Northwestern 
Hotel at Janesville Tuesday night burned the 
Johnson House, Gorman’s grocery, Gleeman’s 
saloon, Donahue’s Northwestern Hotel, Me- 
Cabe's Hotel, Diendowne’s machine and carriage 
shop, Gulftaisch’s tailor shop, Tycholm’s ma- 
chine warehouse, Hogun's saloon, and Jeunison's 
lumber office and yard. The fire crossed the 
street and destroyed Britten & Davis’ machinery 
warehouse, Jennison Bros’. bank, Halacott's con- 
fectionery, Kruger’s saloon, the Argus office, the 
t-office, Ginger's saloon, Allyn's restaurant, 
Ha gerty & Fitzgerald's saloon, and a portion of 
Bailey & Watkins’ hardware store. e losses 
will ageregate over $20,000, with very light insur- 
ance. It is suspected that the fire was the work 
of an incendiary. Many ple have lost every- 
thing and will need aid. e fire company from 
Waseca promptly responded to a call for heip. 
HAMMERBACHER THE BIGAMIsT.—Hammer:- 
bacher, the bigamist under arrest in New York, 
lived in St. Paul in 1882. He had a wife and four 
children, and finally established himself in busi- 
ness. He was also Treasurer of the Sons of Her- 
man Grand Lodge of the State of Minnesota. His 
main failing seems to have been an inordinate 
passion for comely, unsophisticated  fe- 
males of all classes of society. He 
negiected his family, had his name mixed 
up with several women, ran into debt, and 
one day disappeared. He left his wife helpless, 
The Sons of Herman were out some $2,400 by his 
departure. His bondsmen lost their $1,500. 
From that time Mr. Hammerbacher’s name is 
lost sight of in the history of St. Paul except 
that several days after his departure a servant- 
girl to whom he had been paying some atten- 
tion here disappeared also, and, as it was after- 
wards learne joined him in Detroit, 
where he deserted ber.

The Eastern Roads to Be Brought to Time 
7 by the Western Lines. 

The determination of the Western roads to test 
the question in the United States Courts whether 
the Eastern roadscan under the Inter-State 
Commerce law refusé’ to sell through tickets 


over such roads as refuse to comply with their 


mandates and sell tickets over such roads 
as submit to their demands seems to 
have greatly alarmed the trunk line 
magnates, and they seém to have come to the 
conclusion that they have made a mistake and 
are now trying to effect a compromise with the 
Western lines. The latter, however, say they 


will not recede from the position they have thus 


far taken, and will make no terms except upon 
an unconditional surrender of the Eastern lines. 
That the trunk lines feel greatly alarmed over 
the prospect of being sued by their 
connections in the Unitéa States Courts for dis- 
crimination is indicated by the fact that all the 
General Passenger Agents of the Eastern trunk 
lines are now on their way to Chicago, and will 
arrive here this morning, to have a conference. 
with the Western roads with a view of 
coming to some understanding by which 
further complications may be avoided. 
If this meeting does not succeed in 
restoring harmenieus relations between 
the Eastern and Western roads as regards the 
sale of through tickets some lively times may be 
expected, as Jay Gould is said to be greatly ex- 
asperated over the action of the trunk lines, and 
is said te have instructed the managers of his 
Missouri Pacific to b suit at on ess 
of what the other Western ae nae In 
accordance with this instruction the Missouri 
Pacific have obtained sufficient evidence against 
the trunk lines showing discrimination against 
the Missouri Pacific to enable them to bring the 
matter to the attention of the courts at once.

Was the legend of Rip Van Winkle wholly 
the creation of Was Irving? asks a 
writer in the New York Post, or did he put 
into such pleasing shape some story he had 
unearthed in his antiquarian researches?

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IT HAS OUTRUN EVERYBODY'S EX- 
PECTATIONS. 


Its Railroad Connections—Routes of New 
Lines—Activities in Surrounding Towns 
—Mineral Wealth in the Hills—A Di- 
versification of Manufactures—Banking 
Interests—Scores of Other Places Which 
Are Claiming Attention—Some Statistics 
on the Subject of Freight Carried. 

BrrMincuaM, Ala., April 9.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—* Birmingham has defied all 
rules,“ said a lawyer the other 
day. I have watched it from my home in 

Montgomery and for three or four years have 

e to see a collapse. I have been mis- 

taken every time and am beginning to think 

that I am an old fogy.“ These words well 
express the wonder with which outsiders, 
and many of the people of the town itéelf, 
have looked on the developments here. There 
are plenty of boomers now, but for a long 
time the town had almost everything to con- 
tend with in the way of opposition. There 
were many things which at, first made the 
place very uninvitmg. As an agri- 
cultural region the immediate vicinity was 
poor as compared with other parts of the 

South; there was no water communication 

with the outside world; the red soil was un- 

pleasant to eyes unaccustomed to it; the food 
on the tables of the people was far from 


_ tempting to persons from other quarters of 


the country; the railroad service was poor; 
and the iron interests of Pennsylvania were 
naturally opposed to any new-comers in the 
field of competition. The first efforts at iron- 
making were crude and unprofitable. Mr. 
Debardeleben, now one of the richest men in 


the South, undertook to produce pig-iron here 


as early as 1871, but soon gave it up and went 
back to his farm, where he lived two years. 


He returned, however, and has profited 


greatly by the industry. 

The city now having attracted the atten- 
tion of the whole country, what are its means 
of communication with the rest of the world? 
It is situated a little north .of thé centre of 


the State, 550 miles from New Orleans, 167 
from Atlanta, and 210 from Nashville. It has 
no river or other water way of use to com- 
merce, but depends entirely upon railroads. 
This has often been brought up age the 
town, but anybody who sees how the Missis- 
sippi River steamboat companies have been 
driven to the wall by the competition of the 
railroads will perceive that water communi- 
cation has not the advantages it had in 
former years. The principal railroad lines 
running into the city are the Louisville & 
Nashville, Queen & Crescent (Cincinnati, 
New Orleans & Texas Pacific); and Georgia 
Pacific. The citizens say that eight ad- 
ditional roads are now being built into 
the city, but, as a matter of fact, about every 
line that can find a pretext for making 
a connection at Birmingham is planning to 
do so. It is for the present at least the Mecca 
of the railroad lines of the country. One of 
the most important of the new lines is the 
Memphis & Birmingham, which will.afford a 
direct connection with Kansas City! The 
Georgia Central, Richmond & Danville, and 
Richmond & West Point Terminal are also 
8 operations. Then there are the Mo- 
ile & Birmingham, Baltimore, Birmingham 
& Gulf, Birmingham & Sheffield, a * 
Valley, Birmingnam, Georgia & Florida, 
Griffin, La Grange & Weste Macon, La 
Grunge & Birmingham, etc. e furnace 
companies are of course obliged to build 
much track to reach the iron, coal, and lime- 
rock deposits, and the whole country 
about will soon de pretty thorough- 
ly gridironed. The Georgia Cen- 
tral Company has invested $240,000 
in land for terminal facilities, and two of the 
roads have united in the erection of a n- 
ger station and offices that cost $100,000. One 
of the best observers dere estimates that the 
roads are now carrying to and from the city 
freight to the valueof $5,000,000 a year. This 
is double the amount they were moving a 
twelvemonth ago, and the total will 
doubied again, it is believed, when the Kan- 
sas City road is completed and the East Ten- 
nessee road has effected its connection with 


| the Mobile & Ohio. 


Much is said about various aller towns 
in the region, and all are having their little 
boom, but they are all claimed as polonging 
to the Birmingham district.“ Leeds, whic 
is sixteen miles east, will be quite an impor- 
tant railroad centre. Its population now is, 
however, almost too small to be worth count- 
ing. Anniston, sixty-seven miles east, has 
brown hematite ore but no coking coal. 
Redding, six miles south, has ore but is mak- 
ing no pig-iron. Wheeling, ten miles south, 
has all the requisits for making pig-iron, and 
is avery thrifty place. The famous Wood- 
ward furnaces are situated there. Shefiield, 
Decatur, Tuscumbia, Florence, and other 
towns to the north, on or near the Tennessee 
River, are having their revivals, but they 

ssess no advantages that give them a great 

ead of other small towns. Special manufact- 
uring interests are locating at these points, 
which will no doubt increase their prosperi- 
ty. Allalong the Queen & Crescent route, 
northward from Birmingham, there are evi- 
dences of new life. Little clusters of shan- 
ties in the woods form the nucleusof what 
are expected to be “great towns.” There is 
growth in some of these places, no doubt, but 
many of them are doomed to disappointment. 
The Sloss Furnace Company is the motive 
wer in several of these new enterprises. 
here is a settlement a short distance above 
Birmingham called Irondale, which is an out- 
growth of this corporation. It looks rough 
enough now, but there isadealof railroad 
construction going on in the vicinity. In 
two years,“ remarks.a Southern enthusiast, 
“there will be 10,000 people here. You can- 
not now buy a 1ot for less than $500. 

All these towns are going to manufacture 
something. The ridges on both sides of the 
road all the way up to Chattanooga are full 
of mineral wealth—coal, iron, lime-rock, etc. 
—and the soilis everywhere red with iron 
rust. A kaolin mine in the northern of 
the State has just been sold for $100,000. The 
mineral will be partly usea im this vicinity 
and partly shipped to Northern manufactur- 
ers of pottery. A great many other mineral 
deposits have been located all through the 
State, and the land has been bought up by 
capitalists who willin due time develop the 
wealth: People in Birmingham who have 
made money by the prosperity of the city are 
largely interested in these enterprises. A 
study of the region around the city has been 
made with a view f boring for natural gas. 
Geologists say there is every evidence of 
both oil and natural gas. There are places 
among the hills where gas escapes in 
such quantities that a fire can 
built with it. These enterprises have 
let to an enormous multiplication of corpora- 
tions. About every little town has its new 
corporate organization with a big nominal 
capital, and in the larger towns the number 
of these concerns is so great that no one a 
son pretends to keep track of them. The 
Judge of Probate here being asked how lon 
it would take the writer to form a genera 
idea from the books of the office as to the in- 
crease this year in the number of corpora- 
tions replied, ‘‘ About two weeks, if you work 
hard every day.” There were at that mo- 
ment fifty applications on hand which there 
had not been time to examine. Of course 
this ali indicates speculation, but it also 
marks a wonderful revivai of the spirit of 
useful enterprise. Furnaces, milis, and 
houses cannot be built fast enough to satisfy 
the demands of these people. They are all 
in an intense hurry to get the creations of 
their brains and hands into the market, feel- 
ing sure that they can compete successfully 
with the rest of the world. They are diver- 
sifying their industries as fast as possible, 
— it is remarkable that so much 
been made. It will be 
a surprise to the visitor to find, for instance, 
that all the machinery at the Sloss furnace 
was made in Birming —the engines, boil- 
ers, etc. It is intended that everything in 
that line needed here shail be made here. 
This will increase the population rapidly and 
distribute a vast amount of money among 
laboring men. It is the pay-roll that makes 
a city,“ remarks a leading citizen. We are 
now paying out $200,000 to $300,000 a month, 
and it will soon be 800, 000.“ There is reason 
to believe that he has underestimated the 
present disbursements. 

The difficulty of handling all the business 
there is to be done here with the present 
force of men is shown by the habits of the 
bank clerks. They often work far into the 
night, and Sunday is sometimes encroached 
upon. In some cases it is quite as much lack 
of room as lack of clerks. ‘There are now five 
banks and one private banker, the capital

The proces- 
sion then reuters the dwelling, while the 
sheep is made ready for the pot; and in 
honor of the day the residents afterward 
dine together as soon as their “stew’’ is 
ready. These Kurdish villagers are the 
“ Yezidis,’’ or devil-worshipers“ of Meso- 
potamia, and their annual procession—known 
as the showing of the king bird,“ the me- 
lik taons or “ peacock king’’—is the only 
ceremonial of their mystic cult. The devil- 
worshipers accept no proselytes. 
Yezidi,” they say, must be born a Yezidi; 
he cannot be made.” They have no cere- 
monial ablutions or attach no importance to 
them, and are allowed to use nothing colored 
blue. They will not sit down on a sofa hav- 
ing a blue tassel or enter a room containing 


‘an article of furniture covered with blue 


cloth. Their religion prohibits them from 
serving as soldiers, though there appears to 
be nothing to prevent them from cutting 
throats on their own account. They baptize 
boys and girls, and when old enough every 
member has to make choice ofa sister or 
brother who is to be his or her companion for 
eternity. 


“DECLINED WITH THANKS.” 


How Longfellow’s * Excelsior” Was Once 
Sent Back to Him. 

Longfellow's Excelsior“ is said to have 
had a wider circulation than any other poem 
ever written. It has passed through innu- 
merable editions and been translated into 
almost every language of the civilized world. 
One of the poet’s biographers, who learned it 
from the poet’s own lips, has told how the 
poem came to be written; but an interesting 
circumstance anticipating its introduction to 
the world’s admiration is here for the first 
time made public. In 1889-40 I was editor 
of the Ladies’ ompanion, a monthly 
magazine published in New York by an 
ignorant, profane, conceited fellow, whom I 
had indiscreetly engaged toserve by letter, 
without previous sight or knowledge of him. 
He had a staccato stutter, which—as his im- 
petuous nature led him totalk with great 


_rapidity—punctuated his speech in a very dis- 


tressing way, the accompanying contortions 
of his countenance . the peculiar 
effect. I learned on ente his service that 
Longfellow, then but a literary fledgling, had 
to furnish the Companion with oc- 
casional short poems at the rate of $14 each: 
and one morning as I entered the office 
in William street the publisher hailed 
me from his desk near the door 
with: “L-l-llook here, H——; 
what a» dd-dd—d * Of nonsense 
Longfellow has sent me! Jé-je-je-just listen 
to this.“ Then he proceeded to read the first 
stanza of the poem, his indignation and his 
oft-recurring stutter 3 in a display of 
elocution the like of which, we may safely 
presume, the lyric has never since been the 
subject of. Butit was on the word “ Excel- 
sior,“ of the meaning of which he had not 
the shghtest conception, that he vented the 
full volume of his wrath. Pronouncing it 
**Exsheil-shor!’’ he uttered it with an ex- 
— of withering contempt. There,“ 
e said (I omit the stuttering), did 
ever hear anything equal to 
Now, just listen to another 
verse!“ Then he read the second. stanza as 
he had done the first, and passionately fold- 
ing the manuscript, said: I wonder if Long- 
feliow thinks he can gouge $14 out of me for 
such a piece of d—d trash as that? I’m not 
such a fool, I can tell him, and I'll send it 
back and give him a piece of my mind.“ 
That was all I heard of the poem at that 
time. Nodoubt he did send it back imme- 
diately, inclosed in an insulting letter; and 
if Longfellow, hke Keats, had been the 
victim of a morbid sensibility. that could be 
wounded to the death by harsh criticism, he 
might have suppressed the poem, and the 
world have lost a treasure.— The Critic.

peror.“ “Let the General arise,“ he con- 
tinues, ‘‘ who will appeal to the soldier’s 
honor, his love of country, his loyalty, and to 
all those subtle but powerful influences which 
alone can convert mobs into armies, and a 
new eraof victory will be arrived at in 
British history.” s frothy fustian proves 
how utterly Wolseley misunderstands the 
nature of the British people. He has tried 
his hand at addresses to his troops, flaunting 
inthe tawdriness of bastard Napoleonism, 
and honest Tommy Atkins has pronounced 
the gaudy sentences to be “rot”—witha 
strong adjective prefixed. “If you want to 
win battles,” says he, “make yourself 
loved by those who serve under you.” No 
chief, probably, was ever less loved by the 
men he commanded than was 9 * 1 
the troops who served under him in the Sou- 
dan. Few knew him by sight; all knew that
